If the ornithologists are cor­ 
rect, he was at ene time in medieval 
history far behind the feathery tribes 
in the system of meting out Justice 
to wrongdoers. 
Rooks hold court when one of their 
number is caught in theft or other 
misdemeanor. 
The culprit sits within 
a circle of rooks who cry out against 
hint. 
He proclaims bis innocence or 
xullt, as the case may be, by shrieking 
loudly. 
If he la considered guilty by 
tbe bird assembly, at a signal tbe flock 
pounces upon him and tears him to 
pieces.

This 
response of the people is the reason 
for the present appeal, 
"Our work is not yet complete. 
In 
spite of the encouraging results of our 
efforts, in spite of the fact that our 
exports of foodstuffs are constantly in­ 
creasing and are approaching the mini­ 
mum requirements abroad, the need 
for renewed devotion and effort is 
pressing 
While all of the require­ 
ments of the Food Administration 
should be constantly observed, there 
are certain m atters which 1 desire to 
•trees at this time. 
“la the case of meat and meat 
products, the necessities for shipment 
abroad are very g reat 
W hereas the 
allied consumption has been reduced 
to an average of about one and one- 
quarter pounds per person per week, 
we are today enjoying an average of 
atk>Ut three and one-quarter pound* 
per person per w eek.. This division is 
inequitable 
An 
understanding 
of 
these facts will justify our request 
that the consumption of all meats, in­ 
cluding poultry, as nearly as possible, 
he reduced to two pounds per week 
per person over four years of age. 
‘“In the cate of sugar, we are em­ 
barrassed by the necessity of using 
ships for carrying our soldiers and 
feeding the allies and in consequence 
. Jtfn -muet use sugar with great econ­ 
omy. We most emphasize the impor­ 
tance of canning and preserving on u 
large scale among our people this sum- 
Agusr and our available sugar must be 
conserved for this purpose. 
“But the situation with regard to 
wheat is the most serious in the food 
supply of the allied world, 
if we are 
to satisfy the minimum wheat re- 
qnirement of our armies and the allies 
and the suffering millions in the allied 
countries, our consumption of wheat 
In the United States until the next 
harvest must be reduced to approxi­ 
mately one-third of normal. 
It is in 
qoifuetvabie that we should fail in this 
crisis. 
For each of us who can per­ 
sonally contribute to the relief of 
human suffering, it la a privilege, not a 
sacrifice. 
All elements of our popu­ 
lation cannot hear this burden equally. 
Those engaged in physical labor need 
* larger bread ration than those in 
sedentary occupations. Because of the 
constant dally employment of women 
and the lack of home baking facilities, 
many households in urban centers re­ 
quire a food ration already prepared, 
soeh as the bakers’ standard Victory 
Bread loaf. 
Furthermore, we must 
constantly safeguard the special re­ 
quirements of children and invalids. 
“To mast the situation abroad and 
t© prevent serious suffering at home, 
It Is imperative that all those whose 
*t*b am stance» permit shall abstain 
from wheat and wheat products in any 
form until the next harvest.
